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History of Rutland High School 
1855=1955 



"In this Atomic Age, with its kaleidoscopic- 
panorama , all eves took forward The events 
of even a few years ago seem eras away in 
time, and all perspective is lost. The youth of 
today is especially prone to neglect the past. 
He considers history in any form as some evil 
to be endured in the course of formal education 
He lives for today and dreams of tomorrow, 
with hardly j thought of what has gone before. 
Yet there are a few who do realize that little 
in this world is spontaneous; that what we 
meet today and must face tomorrow is a product 
of the past; and, what is more important, that 
knowledge which is gleaned from bygone days 
is a most valuable tool for gauging the present 
and planning the future." , . . 

The exciting Gold Rush had come and gone, 
and the second half of the eighteen hundreds 
was just underwav when a simple four-room 
academy on Mam Street tn Rutland was 
"superseded by the Union School." The 
establishment of public high schools "by the 
union of contiguDUs districts" was authorized 
by the Legislature of Vermont in 1841. "On 
the 6th of April, 1855, by a public meeting 
of the districts the union was consummated, 
and soon after a high school was established 
When growth in population in the village 
prompted an addition to the school, rooms 
were added on the Center Street side, and 
somewhat later a new wing was annexed, 
thereafter, the mam entrance was from Center 
Street. 

During its first year the Rutland Union High 
School had an enrollment of 199 ladies and 
gentlemen pursuing either of the two courses 
offered, English or English and Classical. The 
subjects studied were arithmetic, geography, 
history, grammar, algebra, poetry and prose, 
composition, phvsiology, astronomy, botany, 
rhetoric, intellectual philosophy, moral science, 
surveying, analytical geometry, calculus, chem- 
ist rv, geologv, zoologv, logic, political economy 
theology, Latin and Greek In the early years 
teacher-training was one of the main aims of the 
high school course. Changes in the curriculum 
occurred, of course, as the needs of the time 
dictated. Six languages in ail have been 
taught — English, German. French. Italian, 
Latin, and Greek. 



The size of classes has varied through the 
years, too. In the first class of graduates, that of 
1857. were three young ladies — Miriam & 
Barrett. Emma M McClure, and Marv E. Root. 
In 1890 there were no graduates, but in 19 34 
a class of 196 received diplomas. In a century 
our high school has sent out 6,149 graduates. 

Records show that diplomas were not pre- 
sented before 1872. The class of 1880 
originated the idea of a class motto and chose; 
"Non palma sine puivere." School colors 
were not chosen until the school had been m 
existence for thirtv-hve vears. Beginning in the 
eighties and up until 1925, the year when the 
school seal was designed and accepted, the 
passing on of the key of knowledge From one 
senior class to the next was a tradition. The 
present-day hatchet ceremony has taken the 
place of the former practice In earlier days 
commencement exercises were held tn the 
morning, while Class Day was an afternoon 
affair, followed that same evening bv a Senior 
Reception in the opera house. 

Bv 1894 commercial subjects had been added 
to the curriculum, and now three courses of 
studv were available as a Classical Course had 
been added to the two taught from the 
beginning. Music had been a required subject 
and did not become an elective until after the 
turn of the century Musicals were given 
regularly in the eighties, and glee clubs were 
formed, but there was no band nor orchestra 
until much later. In the earlv nineteen hundreds 
musical activities were popular, hut it was 
November 8, 1929 before a band appeared on 
the streets of Rutland under the sponsorship 
of Rutland High School School music was 
given such an impetus when Frank C. Phillips 
was director that it has grown to be a major 
activity in the last twenty-five vears, 

A club program seems to have begun with 
the organization of a prize-speaking contest; 
this was followed bv a French club. Oratorical 
and debating clubs have flared up, onlv to die 
down The first senior play was presented in 
1 899 and the proceeds that year and Tor several 
years after went toward paying for c!ass trips 
The Orrad, appearing in the early nineteen 
hundreds, was the first literarv production of 
the school and developed later into the Rd .111. 1 
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\\ hitt. A sixty-four page magazine known as 
the RiJ jhJ Wltiii' appeared first in 1920, and 
continued to be published tor several years in 
the months of October, December. March. 
and June, In 1929, upon the publication of the 
school's first separate yearbook, the Rd anl 
VV'liit!' became the four-page weekly newspaper., 
it is today The yearbook was named Talisman, 

Before 1900 the only school sports were 
those organized by student groups. Until 1916, 
sports were coached by unpaid . interested 
volunteers. Harold 1. O'Brien, a faculty mem- 
ber, assumed the duties of coach of football, 
basketball, and baseball, then. Under Coach 
O'Brien, a pioneer in athletics in the state, and 
a series of outstanding athletic leaders, Rutland 
has attained phenomenal, far-reaching success 
It can surely boast of coaches and champions 
deserving the cheers following the "Hobble 
Gobble" that had its origin hack tn 1890 

At a special meeting on February 20. 1867 
the Rutland Graded School district, which 
incorporated all grade schools in the village 
including Rutland High School, was voted. 
In 1878, the governing bodv of the school 
system was changed to the Board of Education. 
In 1891, by an act of the legislature, a city 
charter having been granted, [he Rutland 
Graded School district vv.is abolished and all 
school property turned over to the city At 
that time the Board of Education became the 
Board of School Commissioners. 

Alfred Thompson, Samuel H. Erskme, and 
Isaac Thomas were principals, respectively, from 
the time the city took over the management of 
its schools until 1916, when Edward S. Abbott 
became the high school principal Now, a 
pica for more room began to be heard, and 
bv 1920 the need for room was so acute that 
an active campaign for a new school was 
imperative On Novemher 30, 1927, during 
the principalship of Mr. Abbott's successor. 
Mr. Leslie O, Johnson, excavation was begun 
on an ideal site, selected because it was almost 
exactly in the center of high school population. 
1 he former Baxter property provided ample 
room for an athletic field development 

In September, 1928, the overcrowded con- 
ditions at the old htgh school made it necessary 
to divide the student bodv; the two lower 
classes attended the high school . and the juniors 
and seniors were transferred to Longfellow 
School, with half-day sessions for all. That 
year saw the new school take shape at the corner 
of Library Avenue and Church Street with its 
main entrance on Library Avenue The hutld- 



mg, "an outstanding educational building of 
the state," was completed early in 1929 at an 
expense of $400,000, 

On February 8. 1929 the long-awaited dav 
arrived, and all classes were reunited under one 
roof The old high school was now named 
Meldon Junior High School, honoring a teacher 
whu had taught in Rutland for over iiic- years 
Six hundred and sixtv students had entered 
the new school on that first dav. The first 
assembly, the dedication of the school on 
March 19. 1929, was an occasion to be remem- 
bered, judge Julius A. Wilcox conferred the 
oath of office on Vesta Ridlon, president of the 
newly-organized Student Council The |udge 
pointed out in his address that it cost $300 a 
day to operate the new school For a time, 
finishing touches continued to be added to the 
school 

That first year the athletic held was com- 
pleted. A huge parade with Governor John 
E. Weeks, citv and school officials participating. 
celebrated Its opening on September 19, 1929. 
[t was another occasion to pay tribute to Mr. 
W W Fairchild. Superintendent of Schools, 
who had been working so tirelessly to bring 
ambitious plans into being. 

Mr. Frank W. Mayo, who succeeded Prin- 
cipal Johnson in 1931. served for fourteen 
years; at his resignation, Mr. Arthur M. Guild, 
a high school faculty member, was chosen for 
the post. In 195} Mr Guild, deciding to 
leave the educational field, resigned. 

During the principalship of Mr. Mavo an 
important addition to the high school was the 
trade schoo! built in 1940 at a cost of $30,000 
More than 3000 persons have already received 
training there Daytime classes are held for 
students from this high school and from Mount 
Saint Joseph Academy. In evening classes, 
conducted since 1945. courses in machine 
shop, auto mechanics, welding, woodworking, 
painting, printing, plumbing, watch repairing, 
drafting, carpentry, electncirv, and sheet metal 
work are offered. At present over 100 adults 
are enrolled Unfortunately, the annex is 
already inadequate to meet the demands of 
present-dav industry and business. 

Today, Rutland High School has a faculty 
of thirty-four and a student bodv of nearly six 
hundred Principal Maynard C. Robinson, 
who succeeded Mr. Guild in 1951, is the 
seventeenth principal of Rutland High School 
as well as the bearer of the title, Centennial 
Principal of Rutland High School.

Under 
the able direction of Mrs. Morrill and student director Martha Douglass, the 
play was a huge success. 
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The Tiilivm.iii, our tour-year service record, was compiled by Editor-m- 
chief Bd! Tarbell and his editorial staff aided by the efforts and co-operation 
of Irene Burditt and the business board 

Late in the senior year more honors were bestowed upon members of 
the class Herbert Tappan won first local prize in the American Legion 
Oratorical Contest; while Martha Douglass was chosen as the DAR Good 
Citizenship Girl of our class. Joan Looker was crowned 1955 Winter 
Carnival Queen The year was rounded out by the honoring of more classmen 
with National Honor Society membership and the announcement of graduation 
honors. 

Our class can be proud of the records its members have attained in various 
fields of school activities. They dove in with the warriors' spirit and came 
out victorious. 

The field of music, divided into Chorus, Band, and Orchestra, is one in 
which many of our class have excelled, as shown by our All-State and All-New 
England records.

Led 
by nine seniors, who were green frosh when the Flaitzmen were last State 
Champs, the Red men proved almost invincible; only Brat tie boro was abte to 
come close to touching them, holding the Warriors to a seven-to-seven tie. 
Otherwise the record was unblemished, as the Rutlanders rolled over theit 
other seven opponents, 

The Red Raiders opened the season with a bang, scoring a 25-6 victory 
over Bennington, The Warriors scored twice in each half, as they racked up 
win number one easily, Dick Thomas crashed over for the first two tallies; 
while Jim Ballard and Russ Shedd added the finishing touches. "Ginger" 
Kent and Jesse Ginsburg paced the defensive charges. 

Co-Captain Jim Ballard blasted through Barre the following week 
fur three touchdowns, as Rutland won 18-6. A pass from sophomore quarter- 
back "Chuck" Lull netted the first Rutland score Ballard then ran wild, 
scoring on scoots of 16 and 5 yards. Dick Foltz and Paul Donahue added their 
names to the defensive standouts; while Kent and Ginsburg played great ball. 



The defense took over the spotlight as Rutland edged Burlington 15-9 
in the next tussle. Jim Ballard scored on runs of 39 and 67 yards the first two 
times Rutland got the ball, but after that it was nip and tuck all the way. 
A goal line stand at the one-foot line, and great all-round defensive play led the 
Flaitzmen down the victory trail for their third straight win. Dick Thomas, 
"Ginger" Kent, Norm Swanson, and "Chuck" Lull were outstanding on the 
defense. 

In their next assignment the powerful Redskins hit their offensive peak 
with a 40-7 victory over Bellows Falls. It was the fourth straight victory for 
the RHSers, and ]im Ballard again paved the way with four touchdown runs 
The speedy Rutland co-captain scampered across the goal line on runs of 
70, 70, 59, and 20 yards. Ballard accounted for better than 200 of Rutland's 
300 yards gained. Jesse Ginsburg again led the defensive charges. 

On the following Saturday Brattleboro put the only d=nt in the Rutland 
record by holding them to a 7-7 tie. The underdog Raiders drew first blood 
on a crashing 24 yard run bv Jim Ballard. Pete Beebe spoiled Rutland's chances 
of a perfect record when he bulletted over after Lapan's touchdown. Dick 
Thomas side-stepped into the offensive spotlight, when the powerful Colonels 
succeeded in bottling up Ballard. Al Ianni, who practically lived in the Bratts' 
backfield, was the number one man in the defensive show. 

Springfield threw a scare into the Champs before bowing 14-12. Jim 
Ballard intercepted a pass in the closing minutes to stop a Cosmos drive, and 
sure defeat for the Rutlanders. "Ginger" Kent scored his first touchdown and 
Ballard went over from the five yard line to account for Rutland's tallies 
"Chuck" Lull booted both extra points to give Flaitz's footballers the two 
point margin Paul Carrara was the defensive hero with seven tackles. 

Undefeated and untied, Cathedral proved to be vulnerable, and Rutland 
handed them an 1 8-0 defeat, and knocked them out of the running for the state 
championship. Rain failed to stop the high-flying Redmen as they gained 225 
yards on the ground, while highly-rated Cathedral gathered only 70 yards. 
Jim Ballard's spectacular running again paced the W amors to victory. The 
swivel-hipped fullback ran 33 yards through the Cathedral secondary and 
returned a punt 50 yards, while "Ginger" Kent bulled across for the final 
tally. Wayne King was a demon on defense, while Jesse Ginsburg and 
Dick Thomas added the finishing touches to the Queen City eleven. 
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Veterans' Day proved that red ripples were in style, and the powerhouse 
RHS gridiron boys sunk the Green Wave of MSJ, 58-0. The "54" edition 
of the Flaitzmen established a scoring-high by bettering the previous record 
by nine points Jim Ballard scored four times to establish a new scoring record 
for RHS with a total of 18 in eight tussles. Dick Thomas was a whirlwind 
on defense and added two more paydirt runs, while "Ginger" Kent, "Pete" 
Billings, and "Chuck" Lull also got in on the TD parade. 

Late in December, when results of the All-State ballottmg were announc- 
ed, the Rutlanders were ranked State Champs, and Coach Flaitz named

to cap a great football campaign 

The defensive-minded Warriors were tops in the state in this field holding 
their opponents tojust under six points a game, while on the offensive side 
of the story the Redmen averaged 24.1 counters per tilt. ]im Ballard totaled 
108 points to lead the team point wise. Dick Thomas added 36 on six 
touchdown runs. "Ginger" Kent and "Chuck" Lull followed with 19 and 
18 points, respectively. Russ Shedd and "Pete" Billings rounded out the 
Rutland scoring with six apiece. 

Twenty-five members of this year's squad, including fourteen seniors were 
awarded letters The Championship eleven was led by Co-Captains Paul 
Carrara and Jim Ballard. "Pete" Billings, Norm Swanson, Paul Donahue, 
Dick Thomas, Jesse Ginsburg, Dick Foltz, "Paydirt Pete" Spaulding, Russ 
"Elroy Hirsch" Shedd, Jim Abatiell, Whit Butterfield, Roger Bresnahan, and 
Brownson Spencer received letters for their part in making this year's team 
State Champs. 

Next year's team, which should give a good account of itself with eleven 
lettermen returning, will be headed by Co-Captains, Strat Anagnos, and "Gin- 
ger" Kent.

This was the top 
game of the season, and the Redmen never attained this peak again in the dura- 
tion of the schedule. 
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The RHS quintet emerged victorious in seven of their fourteen SVL 
assignments. With play in the league nip and tuck, this 7-7 record was good 
enough ror a third place tie with cross-city rival MSJ, 

Playing Keefe's characteristic defensive and possession- type bait, the 
Warriors seared the twines for 1175 points, averaging 45. 1 counters per game. 
Defensively, the Rutlanders were out-scored as the opponents" artillery poured 
in 1283 points per game for a 49 plus average. 

During league play the Redskins played the hot and cold ball game that 
plagued them all season. The Redmen earned the distinction or being one of 
two teams, to top second-place Brattleboro twice. Playing away from trie home 
hunting grounds was heap bad medicine for the Keefemen.

Hank Smith paced the scoring parade with 289 counters, 
finishing 12th in league play; while Dick Welch was right on the heels of the 
talented Rutland guard with 288 counters. Welch finished 11th in league 
play. Dick Thomas, Captain Jim Ballard and John Hansen also passed the 100 
mark.
